I belicve the War in Livonis, coft the 
Lives of 25000 of the good People in the

The Emperor is indeed low now, asbeing 
divided in his Forces for thé feveral Wats 
‘Ke is now engig’d in ; his Forcesare Great, 
and his Troopsfome of the beft in Europe's 
but they are fcatter’d in Tranfibuatia, Hume 
garia, Naples, Piedmont, Bavaria, and the 
Rhine, if but the three, Articl¢s eabove 
fhould be heartily apply’d co, in one Wid- 
ter you would. fee Prince Eugene of Savoy 
facing the Swedes,at the Head of 80000 Mei, 
and what wild work would thefe things make 
in Chriftendom ?
